By the choice of “Winter 
Meeting,” there went into tem- 
porary deferment other prom- 
ised Davis pictures, including 
“Ethan Frome” (this means 
New England snow country lo- 
cation work); “The African 
Queen” (much of which must be 
filmed on a barge in Florida 
waters); “The Two Worlds of 
Johnny Truro” and “The Re- 
turn of a Soldier.” 

After a great many tests of 
a great many actors, Warner 
executives and Bette crooked a 
finger at James Davis, the 
husky dark-haired young man 
who has been around Hollywood 
for a few years, snarling at 
Metro heroes. 

Bretaigne Windust is making 
his bow as a film director with 
“Winter Meeting,” having made 
a rather remarkable career for 
himself on Broadway with the 
direction of, among others, “Life 
With Father,” “State of the 
Union,” “Arsenic and Old Lace,” 
“Amphitryon 38,” “Idiot’s De- 
light,” and “Finian’s Rainbow.”
